It is possible to send a parcel 
and a letter together at their re¬ 
spective rates and still comply 
with the postal regulations. The 
letter should be enclosed in a 
separate envelope and tied to the 
outside of the parcel. It should 
be preferably slipped under the i ance. 
wrapper to avoid yisk of being 
torn loose. Stamps to carry the 
letter at the regular first class 
rate should be affixed to the par¬ 
cel. Both will go together. 

If special delivery is desired 
special lelivery stamps should lie 
affixed both to the letter and to 
the parcel as if they had been 
mailed separately. This will se¬ 
cure immediate delivery within 
the carrier limits of city delivery 
offices and within a mile of non¬ 
carrier offices.

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

(Furnished by Flood Control Campaign Committee) 

Since man began to write history, there is only one 
instance where civilization has persisted and prospered in¬ 
definitely in a country artificially watered. This is the Nile 
Delta. 

And the one fundamental and profound reason for this 
is that the head waters of the Nile river are so far in the 
impenetrable interrior of the African wilderness that hu¬ 
man beings have not been able to reach those headwaters 
and destroy the timber and the vegetation. 

Palestine, a semi-tropic plain, with a watershed and a 
silt-made valley like ours of Los Angeles county, was in 
Bible times, “a land flowing with milk and honey.” Not 
only Bible history, but profane history bears out this state¬ 
ment. It was a rich country of figs and dates and pome¬ 
granates and oranges. It is today a gullied, eroded desert 
over the greater portion of it, because the people made 
houses out of the trees of the mountain forests, and allowed 
forest fires to sweep off what they already had not des¬ 
troyed. Palestine is only one instance. One of the prin¬ 
cipal reasons why what we call the early civilization was 
roaming and nomadic, was because the people destroyed the 
lands they occupied, and were forced on. 

Southern California is too beautiful and too rich and 
prosperous and pleasant a place to ruthlessly destroy. We 
can live here for the remaindr of our lives, no doubt, and 
continue to make a living. But the heritage to our chilren 
will indeed be a doubtful gift if we do not control the flood- 
waters of this coastal plain before the rivers and washes 
have made a network of striations, taking away the fertile 
lands forever, and depositing those lands in the harbors. 

We must get up into our mountains and conserve our 
timber and our water. We must make a beginning along 
the lines of permanence of civilization. That’s what this 
conservation program means that will be voted on in this 
county on Tuesday, February 20. You cannot vote against 
it if you believe in leaving some of this country for future 
generations.
